LONDON, Sept. 9 
Discou nting G erm an claim* that Leningrad is 
.su rrou nded. British and Ru ssian au thorities ex pressed belief today 
th a t the nex t fou r weeks will decide the fate of the great northern So­ 
v iet city which once was R u ssia’s capital u nder the Czars. 
This brief period, they predicted, will show w hether Leningrad is to 
become “another Madrid." 
One spokesman in close tou ch with the m ilitary situ ation declare J: 
The situ ation depends first on w hether the G erm ans w ant to cap­ 


tu re the city relativ ely intact or 
ire willing to destroy it in order 
to occu py it. 
“Secondly , it depends on w heth­ 
er the morale, equ ipment and su p­ 
plies a t Leningiad are equ al to 
the demands."

o btain mo re than he needs. Drugs 
sho uld be m easured in do ses. That 
is w hat th* d ru ggists’ scales sr* 
fo r. 
These rem arks are suggested by 
a newspaper article which I read 
to day which states th at th* new 
drug, sulfanilam ide, is being put 
in gum dro ps and candy. 


Sulfanilam ide Series 
No w these new drugs o f th* sul­ 
fanilam ide series have received a 
great send-o ff, m o stly by new s­ 
paper w riters who have never 
made * diagno sis in their lives. 
They are undo ubtedly very valu­ 
able drugs but they are also un­ 
do ubtedly very dangero us drugs 
and have decidedly to x ic affects. 
We do no t kno w, by any means. 
a1! abo ut w hat effects they have 
when 
co ntam inated 
with 
o ther 
substances. 
We had hardly go tten o ver the 
•ho e* o f the deaths which w ere 
caused by a fo rm o f elix ir o f su l­ 
fanilam ide when, o n March 28. we 
were to ld by the press and o ver 
the 
radio 
that 
a 
co nsiderable 
amo unt o f aulfathiazo l* had been 
co ntam inated with lum inal by a 
well-kno wn drug firm. T his latter 
incident apparently has no t caused 
any deaths. 
But th* idea o f putting a drug 
o f this kind, which causes skin 
eruptio ns and many o ther serio us 
co m plicatio ns, in candy is an ex ­ 
trem ely bad practice. The Federal 
Fo o d and D rug Adm iniatratio n 
has listed a number o f drugs that 
are dangero us if co nsumed o ther 
than o n ex pert advice and under 
co nstant 
supervisio n. 
C ertainly 
this reco mm endatio n sho uld deter 
anybo dy fro m putting these drugs 
in candy. 


Mild Remedies Better 


In th* enthusiasm fo r th* ae* 
o f sulfanilam ide, it is used in all 
so rt* o f mino r co nditio ns with th* 
result that I have perso nally seen 
many patients who wer* sicker 


fro m 
th* 
treatm ent 
than 
they 
were fro m the o riginal disease. 
I have seen mild cases o f so re 
thro at called “ strep so re thro at” 
so aked with sulfanilam ide, as well 
aa mild cases o f scarlet fever, and 
even co mmo n co lds, which wo uld 
do much better o n o ld-fashiened 
mild remedies and pro bably wo uld 
get better mo re co m pletely and 
mo re pro m ptly than w ith th* new 
and sym pto m -pro d acing drugs. 
The present situatio n is fraught 
with interest. On the o ne hand 
we find cigarette m anufacturers 
pro m ising us th at nico tine ia be­ 
ing taken o ut o f their cigarettes, 
and o n the o ther hand we are 
asked to admire the fact that th* 
m illers are putting nico tinic arid 
in bread. 
It is quite tm * that nico tinic 
acid, altho ugh a derivative o f nico ­ 
tine. hasn’t the sam e pharm aco ­ 
lo gical reactio ns, but also I do no t 
kno w anybo dy who kno ws ex actly 
w hat the pharm aco lo gical reac­ 
tio ns o f nico tinic acid are. It ie 
said to be cum ulative in its actiets 
and yet it it put in bread. It is

The Sessa was reported sunk 300 miles southwest of Ice­ 
land on August 17. 


FERLIN, Sept. 9 — Germany today disclaimed k no w ­ 
ledge of the sinking of the American freighter Steel Sea­ 
farer in the Red Sea, but pointed out that those waters 
long ago were declared a war zone by Italy. 
“ If an American ship went down,” a spokesman said, “it 
can only be said that this shows President Roosevelt’s ‘all 
clear’ for the Red Sea was sounded prematurely. 
“All approaches to Suez are vital. 
Therefore shots will 
fly in the Red Sea.” 


LONDON, Sept. 9— A Reuters (British) dispatch from 
Cairo said today it was understood the American freight­ 
er Steel Seafarer was sunk in bright moonlight about 290 
miles south of the Suez Canal in the Red Sea. 


•CAIRO, Sept. 9— A British warship picked up survivors 
from the American freighter Steel Seafarer, sunk in the 
Red Sea 200 miles south of Suez by an unidentified plane, 
it was officially announced in Cairo today. 
News of the 
sinking caused a sensation in Cairo. 
The freighter, according to information in Cairo, was 
carrying arms. 
It is known in Cairo that German long-distance bombers 
have been operating nightly as far as Suez, presumably 
from bases on the Dodecanese Islands.

It all came about as a result of Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt's promise to the Irish last 
spring that they could have txvo U. S. mer­ 
chant ships. The President xvanted to play 
up to the Irish in order to get naval bases 
from them later. 
Rut after promising the two ships, 
it 
fell to the Maritime Commission to deliver 
them and the commission found the only 
way an American ship can be sold private­ 
ly is under the Lend-Lease Act. Otherw ise 
the law requires that a ship he sold at pub­ 
lic auction. 
This would make the Irish hid 
against everyone else. Ships are at a prem­ 
ium 
these days and 
prices run around 
$100 to $125, a ton. in contrast to the $75 
price the Irish were to pay. 
When Joseph Desmond Brennan, Irish 
vice-consul in New York, came the other 
day to see 
the Maritime Commission, he 
was horrified to learn that Ireland’s two 
ships were to he sold under the Lend-Lease 
Act. 
“Lend-Lease!” exclaimed Consul Bren­ 
nan. 
“ W e’ll have none of it! 
The Pres­ 
ident of the United States has promised us 
these ships, and w e ’re ready to take them 
— hut not under Lend-Lease. 
N ever!” 
“ Why not?” asked one of the Maritime 
commissioners. 
“Lend-Lease c a m e s 
a 
political 
con­ 
notation,” he explained. 
“You’re 
giving 
ships to England because you have a vir­ 
tual alliance with her. 
You 
a r e 
getting 
something in return. 
And you are expect­ 
ing something from us if you give us ships 
under Lend-Lease.” 


IN V A S IO N O F I R E L A N D , 


Consul Brennan was assured that the 
United States expected nothing from Ire­ 
land unless she was invaded by Germany. 
“ And that’s not our only danger of in­ 
vasion/' he shot hack, inferring that his 
government even cast a suspicious eye on 
the United States. 
But enough of this argument,” he con­ 
tinued in his delightful Irish brogue. 
“ I 
care not one 
whit 
for 
your legal ’silly- 
gisms’. 
The President of the United Stat­ 
es has given us those ships and w e w’ant 
them.” 
However, all the crack law'yers of the 
Maritime Commission could not find a w a y 
bv which the ships could he sold privately 
— and at a low cost— except under Lend- 
Lease. 
Finally Ray Atherton, head of the 
State Department’s European Division, an­ 
xious to help the 
Irish, proposed to the 
Maritime Commission that it “ rig” a sale. 
“That, 
replied the Maritime Commis­ 
sion. 
“ would 
give 
us the same kind of 
juicy publicity as 
if* Secretary Morgen- 
thau rigged th* sale of a gold brick.”

Dangerous to Combine Drugs with Foods

which states “never put a drug 
in a food.” Som etim es thia used 
to be done in order to m ake the 
drug more palatable, but the usual 
reault was only to make the food 
unpalatable. 
Som etim es it was 
done also to get drugs into the

N othing outw eighs th e danger 
of tho practice which leads to in­ 
discrim inate doting. 
Everybody 
regards ordinary food aa harm less 
and eats aa much aa ha likes. If 
the food contains a drug, he may 
obtain more than he needs. Drugs 
should be m easured in doses. That 
ta w hat the druggists’ scale* ars 
for. 
These rem arks are suggested by 
a new spaper article which I read 
today which states th a t the new 
drug, sulfanilam ide, is being put 
in gum drops and candy. 


Sulfanilamide Series 
Now these new drugs of the sul­ 
fanilam ide acnes have received a 
g reat send-off, mostly by news­ 
paper w riters who have never 
made a diagnosis in their lives 
They are undoubtedly very valu­ 
able drugs but they are also un­ 
doubtedly very dangerous drugs 
and have decidedly toxic HTecta, 
0 a do not know, by any means, 
all about w hat effects they have 
when 
contam inated 
with other < 
substances. 
We had hardly gotten over the 
•hock of the deaths which were 
caused by a form of elixir of sul­ 
fanilam ide when, on M arch 28, we 
were told by the pres a and over 
the 
radio 
th a t 
a 
considerable 
am ount of sulfathiazole had been 
contam inated with lum inal by a 
well-known drug firm. This latter 
incident apparently has not caused 
any deaths. 
But the idea of putting a drug 
of this kind, which causes skin 
eruptions and m any other serious 
com plications, in candy is an ex­ 
trem ely bed practice. The Federal 
Food and D rug A dm inistration 
has listed a num ber of drugs th at 
• re dangerous if consumed other 
| 
than on expert advice and under 
constant 
supervision. 
C ertainly 
thia recom m endation should deter 
anybody from putting these drugs 
I in candy. 


Mild Remedies Better 


In the enthusiasm for the use 
of sulfanilam ide, it it used in all 
aorta of m inor conditions with tha 
result that I have personally 'cen 
many patients who were sicker 


from the treatm ent than 
they 
were from the original disease. 
I have seen mild eases of sore 
throat called “strep sore th ro a t” 
soaked with sulfanilam ide, as wall 
aa mild cases of scarlet fever, and 
even common colds, which would 
do much better on old-fashiened 
mild remedies end probably would 
get better more com pletely and 
more prom ptly than with the new 
end sym ptom -producing drug*. 
The present situation it fra u g h t 
with interest. On the one hand 
we find cigarette m anufacturers 
| prom ising us th a t nicotine is be­ 
ing taken out of their cigarettes, 
and on the other hand we are 
asked to adm ire the fact th a t th# 
m ilers ar# putting nicotinic an d 
in bread. 
It is quite tru e th at nicotinic 
•cid, although a derivative of nico­ 
tine, hasn't the same pharmaco­ 
logical reactions, but alto I do not 
know anybody who knows exactly 
w hat tha pharm acological reac­ 
tions of nicotinic acid arc. It ta 
said to be cum ulative in its action 
and yet it is put in bread. It is 
sa d th a t it it put in in very small 
am ounts, and at th e sam e time we 
are told th a t only am ounts ten to 
tw enty tim es aa 
much •• one 
would get in a serving of bread 
are of any value in preventing 
pellagra.

In case of a skin 
g ra ft, the akin is removed from 
an unaffected p a rt of the p atien t’s 
own body and grafted on to a n ­ 
other p art 
In a bone g raft, for 
instance of the spine, e bone is 
taken from the leg bone of the 
same patien t and put into his own 
spine, Besides, the eye is such a 
complex organ th a t it would be 
impossible to put one end of the 
optic nerve into the cut stnm n on 
the other side and get each fibre 
in place.
